When Mr. McLaurin had concluded, con- 
sideration of the Hawalian government 
bill was resumed.

Lord Roberts walked to and fro in 
front of the cart until the Boer gcneral 
arrived, when the British commander 2d- 
vanced gravely and kindly saluted tlie 
Boer commander. He then motioned Gis n- 
eral Cronje to a seat in a chair which 
had been brought for his accommodation 
and tne two officers conversed through en 
interpreter. General Cronje afterwards 
breakfasted with the gritish officers. 
Cronje’s face was absolutely impassive, 
exhibiting no sign of his inner feelings 

Lord Koberts was surrounded py his 
staff when General Prettyman, address- 
ing the field marshal, said: 

“Commandant Cronje, sir.’ 

The commandant touched his nat in 
salute and Lord Roberts saluicd in re- 
turn.

Where Women May Vote. 

‘According to Mrs. Charles Henrotin 
women are very negligent about voting 
in cases where they have already got 
the right. 

This statement came up at a meeting 
of the Social Economist Club, when 
Mrs. Henrotin asked how many wo- 
men would know how to do so simple a 
thing as to buy United States bonds 
if they were offered for sale in small 
denominations as in France, where 
three-fourths of the purchasers of ithe 
small bonds were women. In Amer- 
ica, she declared. women own bank 
stock, but they do not attempt to vote 
it. The amount of national bank stock 
held by women she placed at $130,000,- 
OCO, and the amount of private and 
state bank stock at $137,000,000. The 
national bank figures, she said, were 
furnished by the comptroller of the 
currency, who gathered them from the 
banks at her request. The figures in- 
dicated, she said, the financial power 
which women might have if they knew 
how to exercise it. 

While it is true that women do not 
exercise the franchise to which they 
are entitled in financial affairs, there 
are many exceptions to the rule. 
lanta once possessed a female bank 
vice president, who attended to the du- 
ties of her position with skill. There 
are many instances of women under- 
taking business management of their 
property, but still the great majority 
have confidence in their male relatives 
and’ seem to be very well satisfied 
with the outcome.

Montana Congressman Tells of Alleged 
Briberies for Mr. Clark. 


HOW PROSECUTION BEGAN 


Representative Campbell Admits He 
Contributed to Opposition. 


HAD UNDERSTANDING WITH WHITESIDE 


Agreement Was Made Before Elec- 
tion To Expose Any and All At- 
tempts To Bribe Legislators. 


Washington, February 28.—In the Clark 
case today Hon. Andrew J. Campbell, 
‘the Montana member of the national 
house of representatives and senior coun- 
sel for the prosecution in the Clark case, 
asked to be sworn. Mr. Campbell first 
related his connection with Thomas FE. 
Lyons, one of the witnesses for the de- 
fense. He said that Lyons came to him 
saying that he had a story to tell. but 
that he wanted $5,000 for testifying before 
the state supreme court or the senate 
committee. 

Mr. Campbell said he told Mr. Lyons 
that he could not pay him for testifying, 
but that he would pay him for his work 
in looking up corroborative testimony. 
Mr. Lyons told him after they had made 
a deal with the Clark people by which 
they secured the votes of the Jefferson 
county delegation, including Senator War- 
ren and Representatives Luddy and 
Hill. 

Mr. Campbell said Ben Hill had come 
to his office and volunteered to relate 
his experiences as a worker for Mr. 
Clark. Hill complained, he said, that the 
Clark people had treated him badly, and 
Hill had asked him for money. He hed 
then given Hill $160 and had told him 
that he would pay him for other services 
in collecting testimony. 

Second Party Paid the Money. 

Explaining the payment of money to 
the Missoula Avitnesses, Wright and Min- 
shell, Mr. Campbell said it had been 
given to the men by his private secretary 
without his (Campbell's) knowledge. He 
had paid the draft and reproved his sec- 
retary. He had recognized that the men 
could not be used as witnesses and had 
clearly seen the error of the step, but 
with the explanation made he was will- 
ing to accept all responsibility for the 
act. Campbell’s reason for withdrawing 
from the Clark contention was that he 
did not want to enter a boodle campaign, 
“which I was then satigfied that the 
campaign was to be,’ he said. 

Senator Caffery then asked Campbell 
why he had undertaken the prosecution 
of the case, to which the witness 1e- 
plied: 


‘When the campaign opened and af- 
ter | had been nominated for congress, 
I took no part in the factional con- 
troversy. On December 15th Mr. 
Whiteside, who had been: elected to 
the state senate, came to me and told 
me that it was his intention to expose 
bribery if it was attempted in connec- 
tion with the senatorial contest, and 
as I had been his attorney, I offered 
my counsel. I told him if he entered 
upon such an understanding he should 
be careful not to let the entire re- 
sopnsibility rest upon his own sho5ul- 
ders. When the legislature met I was 
summoned to Helena by Mr. White- 
side. I went there and remained with 
him until the exposure, giving him 
from time to time guch advice as l 
could in his proceeding. 

Accused of Putting Up Money. 
“Then I went home, intending to have 

no more to do.with the matter. After 
that Clark's friends and the public press 
of the state, influenced as I believe by 
money, began an attack on me, making 
the direct charge that I had been guilty 
of putting up the money used in that 
exposure. I immediately went back to 
Helena, determined to make the best 
fight 1 q@ould and Stay in it to the 
finish.’’

At the afternoon session Mr. Campbell 
said that while he had attended the con- 
ference of friends of Mr. Clark, which 
resulted in the anti-Daly campaign, he 
had nct heard much of the talk, having 
gone to sleep. He did not become un- 
friendly to Mr. Clark until he became 
dissatisfied with his campaign methods. 
lie emphatically denied Ben Hill's state- 
ment that he (Campbell) had opened the 
Bickford letter bearing upon the prose- 
ticn of Mr. Whiteside. but confessed 
that he had advised Hill to open it, add- 
ing:

FOOD ENORMOUS 


Senate Committee Lays Bare the Usa 
of Impurities. 


FLOUR HAS IMPROVED MUCH 


| Manufacturers Admitted the Use of 
Unhealthy Substances. 


COMPELLED AGAINST THEIR WISHES 


Committee Reports That the Greatest 
Adulteration in Food Products 
Is Made in Spices. 


Washington, February 8.—The senate 
committee on manufactures today sub. 
mitted to the senate a report on the ex. 
tensive investigation it has conducted 
into allegations that many important ar. 
ticles of food and drink are adulterateg 
so as to be either a serious detriment to 
the public health, or where the adulter. 
ant is not injurious to health, a fraud on 
the purchaser. Accompanying the report 
is a great mass of testimony taken in the 
leading cities of the country. 
port says the importance of the investi. 
gation made and the pro- 
posed cannot be too strongly emphasized. 
It adds: 

“The adulteration of prepared or manu- 


factured foods is very extensively prac. 


investigation 


ticed and in many cases to the great dis. 
credit of our manufacturers. 
fair to say, however, that a large propor- 
tion of the American manufacturers who 
are engaged in adulterating food pro- 
ducts had done so to meet competition 
and it is the expression of those gentle- 
men to say: 

‘““We would be glad to get out of 
the business of adulterating. We 
would like to quit putting this stuff 
in coffee and would be willing to 
brand our sirups for what they are, 
but our competitors get a trade ad- 
vantage which we c&nnot surrender.” 

“It is the purpose of this committee to 
adopt this uniform. rule: 

“To prevent the sale of deleterious and 
unhealthy food products, and as to those 
food products which are simply cheapened 
by adulterants to compel the marking of 
those goods for what they are. | 

Flour Is Absolutely Pure. 

There have been two ways suggested 
as to the matter of regulation. First, to 
put the important fgod products under 
the internal revenue law as we have in 
the case of butter, filled cheese, and, at 
the last congress, flour. The pure flour 
bill has absoluteiy prohibited the sale of 
adulterated flour, which was found to be 
in many cases dangerous to public health 
and has increased the sale of American 
flour probably 25 per cent in other coun- 
tries. 

“If the rule 
mittee can be carried out as to our other 
food products, we will not only protect 
the consumeér and the honest manufactur- 
er who is willing to sell his goods for 
what they are, but we will also estab- 
lish a reputation ior our food products 
which will assist us to find a ready market 
for them in other countries. 

“The other plan to regulate the food 
products is contained in senate bill 2426, 
which establishes a department under the 
secretary of agriculture and provides for 
the establishment of a board which shall 
fix the standards for food, drinks and for 
drugs based on the American Pharma- 
copeia. The strong argument in favor of 
this plan the fact that it would be 
cumbersome to take all the small articles 
of food products that are now adulter- 
ated and allow their sophistication of 
adulteration for the purpose of cheap- 
ening, and require a stamp upon each of 
the small packages offered for sale. To 
illustrate: 

‘The evidence before the committee 
shows that all our peppers, cinnamon, 
cloves and spices generally, including 
ginger and mustard, are adulterated. 
One manufacturer testified that he 
adulterated these largely with cocoa- 
nut shells and the amount of adul- 
terants put in depended upon the man 


who ordered it. Sometimes as high as 
60 per cent was put in. 


Difficult To Stamp Packages. 

“It would be difficult, it may be seen 
at a glance, to establish a law for spices, 
to compel them to stamp as mixed spice 
every package sol@. It may be that such 
cumbersome legistation will have to be 
made in order to properly punish those 
who adulterate their goods; but it js 
hoped that senate bill 2426 will reach all 
interstate traffic in manufactured food 
products.”’ 

After a detailed explanation with refer- 
ence to the testimony and analysis 48 
regards many spice articles food oF 
drink, the committee takes up thea mat- 
ter of the importation of all adulterated 
g00ds and says: 

“Tf it is the policy to restrict our cite 
izens to the use of pure food, we cer- 
tainly should apply the same rule to for- 
eigners, who manufacture goods to be 
sold in this country.

Like Esau of old, who sold his birth- 
right for a mess of porridge, a burglar, 
itis said, had sold his liberty for a mess 
éf salmon and crackers. 

All of this interesting episode was a 
seque] to a burglary which was discover- 


ed yesterday morning in Atlanta, when 


Jacob Eiseman, junior member of the firm 
of Eiseman & Weil, opened up the store 
at No. 3 Whitehall street. He found that 
a hole had been cut into the wall from the 
adjoining office of W. H. Morthershed, a 
negro dentist, on the second floor of the 
building. Clothing and underwear, socks, 
cravats, handkerchiefs and jewelry were 
missing. 

The city detectives went to work on 
the case with a will, and it was their 
quick work that finally resulted, with the 
aid of the Hapeville marshal, in land- 
ing a man who is believed to be a profes- 
sional burglar in jail. The officers, know- 
ing the burglar had dressed himself In 
some of the stolen goods, sent cut tele- 
phone messages and telegrams to the ad- 
joining towns, giving a description of the 
stolen articles. 

So, when the stranger entered Hapeville 
and attempted to make his trade of hand- 
kerchief for food, he was caught.

At the police barracks Officer Coving- 
ton walked up to the prisoner and said, 
smiling: 

“Hello, Tom Cobb, I see they have gut 
you again.” 

At this the man broke down and admit- 
ted who he was. 

He at first said he did not commit the 
burglary, but when Captain Thompson 
asked him wheth@r or not itt was commIit- 
ted before 12 o’clock at night, he replied: 

“Before twelve.’ 

To Officer Covington he said: 

“Tie newspapers published that Ed 
Robbins was back in the chaingang, hut 
I was with Ed yesterday.”’ 

May Be an Escaped Convict. 
A year ago Officer Covington arrested 
Cobb for a burglary in Macon, and he 
was taken from Atlanta to Macon: for 
trial. The officer says he was convicted 
and sentenced, and he believes he es- 
caped. 

There were two others implicated {n the 
robbery in Macon, and they were said to 
be Joe Chambliss and Ed Robbins. Rob- 
bins was arrested and convicted, but 
Chambliss was never caught. 

Cobb was seen by a reporter of The 
Constitution this morning about 2 o’clock 
and questioned about the burglary. 

Who are you?” he asked, ‘‘a newspaper 
reporter?” 

He was given an affirmative answer, 
and he turned away and said: 

“Then I haven't got a word to say.” 

The detectives have the clothes and 
other articles stolen from Eiseman & 
Weil. They say that there is not a sha- 
dow of doubt but what Cobb committed 
the burglary, and the only question is 
whether or not he had any confederates, 
and if so, who they were.

LARK’S TRIAL IN POLICE COURT

Sam Lark, the young man who was 
charged with demolishing the furniture 
in L. W. Doolittle’s residence on Glenn 
street, was tried in the police court ves- 
terday afternoon and was fined $100.75.

The defendant attempted to prove an 
alibi and much stress was laid on the 
time the affair was said to have occurred. 

The tilts between the two attorneys 
were very spicy and much of the evidence 
entertaining. 


How the House Was Wrecked. 


It was on last Saturday morning that 
Doolittle’s residence was entered by a 
white man while ‘Mr. Doolittle and his 
wife were absent. The place was in 
charge of a negro woman, who fled and 
gave tthe alarm. Sergeant Abbott and 
Bicycle Officer Covington went to the 
home, but the man had disappeared. 
They found mirrors’. broken, crockery 
smashed, furniture wrecked and a lot of 
carpets and quilts piled up in front of the 
grate and set on fire. 

All of this was in evidence before the 
recorder. 

A trolley car inspector testified that he 
saw Lark on the Washington street car 
about 12:30 o’clock and he got off at Crum- 
ley street. 

‘At about five minutes before 1 o’clock,”’ 
sald the witness, “I saw Lark, who I 
have known well for four years, enter 
Doolittle’s back door. Then I. heard a 
noise in the house as of glass smashing. 
My wife went to notify Officer Abbott 
while I telephoned Doolittle.”

The already strong financial interests of 
Atlanta will in a short time be strength- 
ened by the establishment here of a 
branch office of a newly organized New 
York financial institution, with assets ag- 
gregating nearly $9,000,000.

The principal office of the 
company is at 45 Wall street, and it has 
branch offices at London, Kansas City, At- 
lanta, Little Rock, Vicksburg and Dallas.
